Scott  Travers  Wins  Clemy 

How  many  trees  gave  their 
lives  so  we  could  have  these 
award  plaques?"  asked  David  C. 
Harper  as  he  passed  the  Clemy 
Award  to  the  2002  recipient,  Scott 
A.  Travers,  during  the  annual 
Numismatic  Literary  Guild  Bash 
Aug.  1 in  New  York  City.  Travers 
was  cited  as  the  individual  most 
responsible  for  rejuvenating  the 
NLG  Award  program  starting  in 
the  early  1990s,  and  that  alone  is 
worthy  of  significant  recognition. 
Harper  made  his  remarks  at  just 
about  the  stroke  of  midnight  after 
the  evening's  program  got  a late 
start  and  the  awards  presenta- 
tions were  reaching  their  climax. 
Travers  has  been  responsible  dur- 
ing the  past  decade  for  the  receipt 
of  nomination  packages  and  the 
distribution  of  the  raw  entries  to 
the  various  categories  of  judges 
and  then  compiling  results. 
During  his  tenure,  the  procedures 
have  become  more  standardized 
and  more  objective  and  he  is  still 
working  to  continue  to  improve 
them. 

Harper  also  noted  that 
Travers'  hobby  career  began  as  a 
Young  Numismatist,  following  a 
path  that  many  fellow  members 
have  trod,  and  that  his  resume 
was  enough  to  make  any  writer

NLG  BASH  2002

The  2002  Edition  of  the  NLG 
Bash  broke  out  at  10:05  p.m.  on 
Aug.  1 in  the  (Eddie)  Cantor  room 
of  New  York's  Marriott  Marquis 
Hotel  (motto:  "Give  Our  Regards 
to  Broadway,  and  Give  Your 
Money  to  Us!")  in  steamy,  sub- 
tropical Baghdad  on  the  Hudson. 
I had  just  arrived  in  New  York 
City  (motto:  "Over-priced  and 
Damn  Proud  of  It!")  23  hours  ear- 
lier, and  had  begun  the  day  with  a 
7 a.m.  NLG  Board  meeting,  so  if 
my  recollections  of  the  event  seem 
somewhat  vague  I plead  mass 
hallucinations. 

The  later  than  usual  onset  was 
necessitated  by  the  fact  that  many 
attendees  were  still  straggling  in 
from  the  evening's  performance 
of  "Urinetown,"  which  is  actually 
a stage  play  and  not  just  another 
Grey  Line  tour  (which  several 
ANA  Board  members  apparently 
thought  it  was  when  they  signed 
up  for  it).  I used  the  time  to  sort 
through  the  4,002  award  plaques 
enumerated  elsewhere,  generous- 
ly sponsored  by  Mike  Fuljenz' 
Universal  Coin  & Bullion,  for 
their  rapid-fire  distribution  while 
Scott  Travers  and  Maurice  Rosen 
read  the  winners'  names. 


The  festivities  began  with  our 
host  and  emcee  Wendell  Wolka 
explaining  the  ground  rules  of  an 
NLG  Bash  to  first-time  attendees, 
such  as  "Don't  sue  us,  we  don't 
have  any  money!"  He  then  went 
on  to  humorously  explain  how 
you  can  tell  where  people  are 
from  by  such  clues  as  "If  two  peo- 
ple can  spend  40  minutes  arguing 
the  fastest  route  from  the 
Brooklyn  Bridge  to  Battery  Park 
but  can't  find  Minnesota  on  a 
map,  they're  from  New  York,"  or 
"If  you  use  'you  all'  as  singular 
and  'all  you  all'  as  plural,  you're 
from  the  South." 

Wendell  then  presented  sever- 
al news  items,  including:

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FAKE  MONEY  CLUB 
OF  AMERICA 

by  A.  Good  Samaritan 

A new  national  numismatic 
organization  is  to  be  established 
under  the  name  of  Fake  Money 
Club  of  America  for  collectors, 
dealers,  researchers  and  produc- 
ers of  fakes,  copies,  replicas, 
reproductions,  facsimilies,  imita- 
tions, forgeries,  restrikes,  reprints, 
fantasies,  souvenirs,  novodels, 
phonies,  electrotypes,  casts,  and 
other  false  numismatic  objects 
including  altered,  repaired, 
restored,  retouched,  recolored, 
re-engraved,  cleaned,  filled, 
dipped,  processed,  whizzed,  bur- 
nished, polished,  coated,  electro- 
plated, heat-treated,  overprinted 
or  counterstamped  ...  fake  or  gen- 
uine pieces,  whether  made  from 
original  or  transfer  plates,  molds, 
or  dies. 

Membership  in  the  organiza- 
tion shall  be  denied  to  those 
involved  primarily  with  genuine 
numismatic  pieces  because  "coin 
fusion"  may  result  if  bonafide 
items  interfere  with  the  sale  or 
enjoyment  of  false  pieces. 

Members  shall  encourage  the 
strengthening  of  the  federal 
Hobby  Destruction  Act  to  permit 
the  makers  of  fakes  to  omit  the 
word  COPY  from  their  products 
so  as  not  to  obscure  their  artistic 
beauty.  Under  the  Hobby  Destruc- 
tion Act,  the  U.S.  government  has 
the  discriminatory  advantage  of 
not  having  to  use  the  word  COPY 
on  its  products  and,  in  order  to 
level  the  playing  field,  it  is  pro- 
posed that  as  to  fakes  made  by  the 
private  sector  the  word  COPY  be 
placed  in  large  letters  on  a 
Certificate  of  Warranty  instead  of 
being  on  the  fake  piece  itself.  A 
legal  opinion  interpreting  the 
Hobby  Destruction  Act  indicates 


that  a souvenir  coin  which  was 
coined  so  as  to  look  almost  like  a 
genuine  coin  is  actually  not  cov- 
ered by  the  Act. 

The  rules  of  the  club  shall 
permit  destruction  of  items  or 
records  by  melting,  swallowing  or 
shredding.  Coin  doctors  shall  not 
be  required  to  have  M.D.  or  Ph.D. 
degrees.  Products  may  be  blessed 
with  legal  tender  status  even 
though  not  intended  or  expected 
to  circulate  as  genuine,  counter- 
feit, souvenir  or  any  kind  of 
money. 

The  club  shall  not  recommend 
or  sponsor  any  specialist  in 
authentication  or  grading  of  fakes 
or  give  any  awards  or  funds  to 
any  of  them  without  a vote  of  at 
least  one-third  of  the  club's  direc- 
tors. Dissatisfaction  by  members 
with  any  specialist's  opinion  as  to 
authentication  or  grading  of  fakes 
does  not  allow  a resubmittal  to 
any  other  such  specialist  for  at 
least  one  week  after  receipt  of  any 
such  prior  opinion.  Overgrading 
of  any  fake  to  increase  its  value  or 
to  affect  its  condition  census  rank- 
ing shall  be  considered  a decep- 
tive practice.  When  any  fake  is 
slabbed,  great  care  should  be 
taken  to  see  that  it  is  not  marked 
genuine  as  that  would  undermine 
the  dignity  of  fakes. 

Auctions  of  fake  coins  shall 
not  be  restricted  from  the  use  of 
shills,  owner  bids,  bids  off  the 
chandelier,  price  rigging,  buy 
backs,  price  guarantees,  adjusted 
"prices  realized"  lists,  agreements 
between  auctioneers  on  rates  of 
buyers'  and  sellers'  commissions, 
knock-out  groups,  disclosure  of 
existing  or  fictitious  bids  before 
sale  or  non-disclosure  of  flexible 
reserves. 

Creation  of  a fake  with  one 
denomination  on  one  face  and 
another  denomination  on  the 


other  face  may  occur,  as  well  as 
the  use  of  planchets  of  the  wrong 
size  or  material.  These  anomalies, 
whether  deliberate  or  not,  shall  be 
classified  as  errors. 

The  club  headquarters  shall  be 
on  a street  paved  with  gold.  The 
facade  of  the  headquarters  build- 
ing shall  have  a frieze  containing 
the  names  of  prominent  replica, 
restriking  or  reprinting  artists 
such  as  Bashlow,  Becker,  Betts, 
Bolen,  Nagy,  Rosa,  and  Wyatt. 
Any  such  names  shall  be  placed 
upon  metal  panels  with  lettering 
prepared  by  the  spark  erosion 
process.  Space  shall  be  retained 
on  the  frieze  for  additional  names 
or  qualified  fakers,  including  gov- 
ernment departments. 

The  number  of  merit  awards 
or  plaques  given  by  the  club  to  its 
members  shall  be  limited  to  500 
per  year.  Applications  for  mem- 
bership are  welcome.  E-mail 
address  is  FAKECLUB  @ NOT- 
COIN.

decades  ago  while  the  author  was 
in  his  early  20s  and  he  continues 
to  be  published  regularly. 

What's  more,  Travers  has  been 
a familiar  figure  at  the  annual 
NLG  Bash  program,  jumping  into 
each  evening's  special  entertain- 
ment, teaming  up  with  hobby 
luminaries  such  as  Walter  Breen, 
Dave  Bowers  and  Anthony 
Swiatek  in  his  routines.  Nothing 
marks  a member  more  as  a good 
sport  than  a willingness  to  partic- 
ipate in  the  Bash,  though  it  terri- 
fies the  rest  of  us  that  we  might 
have  to  stand  up  there  and  make 
fools  of  ourselves.

Freese  also  announced  that 
even  though  the  number  of 
entrants  in  the  contest  was  far 
greater  than  anticipated.  Heritage 
would,  as  promised,  pay  the  first 
year's  membership  dues  for  every 
writer  who  participated  in  the 
contest  who  was  not  already  a 
member  of  the  NLG,  an  astonish- 
ing $7,000  addition  to  our 
traditionally  Spartan  budget. 
Heritage  intends  to  repeat  the 
contest  in  the  future,  and  will  pay 


the  NLG  dues  for  the  writers  of 
the  top  25  writers. 

In  NLG  election  results, 
Wendell  Wolka  and  Kari  Stone 
were  unopposed  for  re-election, 
and  continue  to  serve  with  Dave 
Alexander,  Dave  Harper  and  Bob 
Julian. 

Kay  Lenker  presented  the 
NLG  Treasurer's  Report,  tradition- 
ally abbreviated  as,  "We're  in  the 
black." 


After  a brief  discussion  of  a 
possible  future  change  in  how  the 
NLG's  Literary  Awards  are 
judged,  specifically  the  possibility 
that  judges  from  outside  of  the 
organization  might  be  used  if  they 
can  be  found,  the  2002  Literary 
Awards  (pages  6 and  7)  were  pre- 
sented. Following  this,  the  climax 
of  the  evening  was  the  presenta- 
tion of  the  2002  Clemy  Award 
from  last  year's  winner,  Dave 
Harper,  to  our  long-serving  Scott 
Travers. 
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
